Some Thoughts on Inflation 

OrfranimI lalxir is ^ettin^ just a littk sirk of Jicar- 
ing alxiiit '* inflation,'’ the kind of inflation that the 
Xatloiiiil AssoGiation of Manufaetiiroi’ii, the Tnitod 
States f'hiiiiil>er of Coninioree and the prasent Ciov- 
cnmiem Administration are eontimially ‘"harping” 
on. Tlietr attacks and complaints are centered on a 
single kind of inflation — ilia! whidi is the result of 
liigh wages. 

The cry “inflation/' was much bandied filiout 
throughmit the days of the steel strike. It has lieen 
TLsed to successfully block many acts of important 
soidal legislation — use of Federal aid to clean up 
slums, Ff^leral support for education* help to 
depressed areas and improvements in the Minimum 
AVage law, 

Publie Affairs Institute recently performed a 
notable public service to all labor oiganizations and 
their publications by giving examples of other types 
of Inflation about which the afore-mentioned com- 
plainants are strongly silent. They give for an ex- 
ample — tlie inflation caused by tlie Administration’s 

light money” policy winch has raised interest rales 
to the point when* another recession seems almost 
certain. When the “cost” of money is raised, prices 
rise just as certainly as they do when wages are in- 
creasinl. 

A group of builders fmin various parts of the 
nation met recently in AVashington. They prophesied 
that the year IflflO will see a 10 to 12 percent drop 
in the volume of dwelling units to be built due to the 
** tiff hi monel/” policy. With building decline, high 
prict^s become the order of the day* 

Thei*e arc other t>i>cs of “inflation” that arc 
ignonKl whenever the cnisiidci's against it air their 
views — inflated ini*dical costs, inflated prices in Wall 
Street paficr stocks, inflated profits* inflated install- 
nieiU buying, to name just a few. 

AVe ask the inflation “liue and cryers” to play fair. 
If ilicy want to carry on a crusatlc against inflation, 
ni uy they \vage it against tili causes of inflation and 
not make w^age camel's their scapegoat. 

The International Labor

The International Brotherhood of Eleetriciil

diief aims of the labor movement — improvenicnt of 


working conditions and living standards, AA'hat we 
are trying to do for our mcmbei's every day, the 
rnfernatiomd Lalmr Organization is attempling to 
do throughout the w^orld. 

The ILO was establislicd l>y tlie Treaty of A'er- 
sailles as a means of pi'omoting peace. Its work w*as 
to provide excliaiige of information among the 
nations of the world, equalize working standards and 
generally do ever^’thing possible to bring aljout 
social and economic jnslico for the working man. 
The IIjO has done a good job. It merits our com- 
nietidutiozi amd support. 

Ill giving our support to the ILO, wc are merely 
extending our help to our own memliei'jf — not just 
figuratively, practically. Here is an example which 
an employer, Oliver F* Burnett, one of our friends 
among the Xatioiud Fleet rica! (*ontractors Associa- 
tion gave iTecntly, Air, Hu met t said: 

“Tlie ILO is developing practical steps to equalize 
working standards thronglumt the world sneh as 
building skill. They avidly sought information on 
our apprenticeship and training methods. They want 
to know* how to attract young men into construction. 
We tell them that they must increase the ineentives. 
Hei*e is a practical answer to the coneem of American 
business w'ith unfair foreign eonifaUition based on 
low wages. If the ILO can cause the wage of a 
Japan esc construetion worker to rise fi'om 25 cents 
an hour to something Hkc the 1 c%t 1 in the r,S., the 
Japanese manufacturer will Jose some of the advan- 
lagc he has over the U,S. maimfaeturer because he 
will not he able to build new facilities so cheaply/’ 

AA'c agree with Air. Bunielt and we go on record 
in fills (Mlitorial as siduting the ILO as a great orgmi 
for so<dal just ice, for progress and for peace. 

Support The Forand Bill 

Tlicre is a great humanitarian measure which will 
come up for vote before this session of ('ongniss and 
for w’hich we urge the support of all our memlzers. 
We refer to the Forand bill (JLR, 4700) w'hich has 
Ik'CIi mentioned previously here on ihc <*diforial pages 
of yi)ur Jonnutl.

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tlui Xationnl v\Ksut»ij]li(Jii uf MaiuifacUirerH nrul olliers 
who have eotiHisleiif ly opposed any extensiuii ami 
of Socta! Security protect ion. 

Tlie Foraml hilt al tempts to solve a critical social 
welfare problem, one prevalent loday and one whicli 
will become more and more prevalent as medical 
reseai’(di adds years lo tlie lives of onr ciH^ieiis. We 
refer to the hiitnan jtnd flmmcial disaster tliat illnoss 
imposes npon tin* a^^ed. 

Tlie Fora ml l>il[ would not solve the whole proh- 
lem of medical care foi^ the aged. But it wouhl 
t»rovhle HO days tif fully palil hospital carr* for all 
pci'sons eligihle fur tdd-/igo and survivors benefits 
iiniler Soeiiil Weenrity. ft would meet the ctisls (if 
combined tuirsingdmme and hospital earc up to 120 
days a year and covt^r certain surghral expenses* 

Tlmv aro 1 1 million Americans tiow ilrawinf^ 
Social Security f)eusions. Only a very small per- 
ueniage of these t>cople have adequalc health insnr- 
aiiee,

Tn 1GH8, an advertisement ap- 
peared in the Lomlon Oiisette 
offering a reward for the recovery 
of five stolen watches with any 
news on same to be sent to Lloyds 
Coffee Iloiise. It was not too long 
afterward that imderwntei*s at 
Lloy<r,s were writing poUeies to 
cover just such jewelry risks, |kiH- 
cies which are written ev'cn twlay. 

By the time Edward Lloyd 
moved his Imsiness to Lombard 
Street, in.suianee |M)licie.s, notably 
oil cargo and vessels, were Ixuiig 
written with regnlarily. But 
Lloyd was not I he first to insure 
items of value. Although Lloyd^s 
luis been in husiiu^ss for almo.st 
!100 ycarH* iiusiiraticc is kiujwii to 
have Ikh'ii in practice for over 700 
yeai's* Tlie system is noted t>y liis- 
toriiiiis as having commenced in 
Lombardy in 1182, 

In earlier days, in the Middle 
East, the seas were used as the 
Idghways of trade, lii the Bible 
there are many rerei‘eiiees to .ships, 


especially to the ships of Tarshish* 
In one such vessel donah was llee> 
ing from Jopi)a when the ship wm 
eonvnlsed by a storm and it was 
necessary to east the eai'go into the 
sea in order to lighten it. This in- 
eidenl, in 8G2 B.C., was an early 
e.\am[pli* of uttc of the 

perils cove red under present day 
marine insurance policies. 

Ill ancient times it was cii.s- 
loniary for mcrtduints to travel 
with tlieir goods in order to dis- 
pose of them at their destination. 
Usually on one ship there were 
several inerdunvtK, each nceom-

SECOND 
IN A 


T he month of May in lltissin of 
1887 Imd arrived, it aeeined, 
just na it had for centuries past, A 
tsar with HUprcme power and ii 
ponderous bureaucracy in Ht* 
Petei^bur^ held sway over the 
great land that seemed to reach 
out in its vashiess ns endlessly and 
as imperlurbably as the sea* 
liut only the i'liee of tilings re- 
mained as in tlio Unssia of old. 
Everywhere there were duinges* 
Trade was flour isliing for the cm* 
pi re, new industries wore develop* 
ing, and in cities a new class of 
factory workers was emerging* 
Soon this group would be a vital 
part in a political upheaval pre- 
shadowed by fmiseti I rumbl ings. 


Now peasant uprisings were on 
the inci'oase and radical, terrorist 
groups were fever ishly plot t i ng 
underground and erupt ing into 
violence with diseoneeriitig fre- 
qiicney* 

These ha ppen ings eoti vinced 

rulers mon^ than over that times 
were not ripe for liberalising the 
government. Indeed, such a move, 
they thought, might be seised upon 
by radicals to unleash the peasants 
too Buddenly and thus undam a 
great, chaotic floodtiile. 

The most recent periietnitoi's of 
terror were being apttropriately 
dealt with* 

On May 8, 1887, five men were 
tiangod in the courtyard of the

A younger brother of this Alex- 
ander tllianov, Vladimir, wms in 
Rimbirsk at the lime of the cxecu- 
I ion. 

Kcading news of tlie hanging in 
the Hi. Petci’sbnrg newspa]>er 
wliicli reached him there, Xnadiinir 
llliatiov swore his revenge. The 
world later knew lirrn as Lenin. 

IJliaiuiV, or I^enin as he came to 
he known, did indeed keep the 
terrible oath he made that day, and 
more, much more* From tlial 
moiniml on he threw his whole 
energies into revoluttonary activi* 
tics.

tenu imition for 80 years to over-

would remain Ute evil aiitagonisst 
in the worhi-wide si niggle be- 
tween communism and dejniM-raey, 
It all came alamt in this way, 
Tsur Aleximder III was a reac- 
tionary, niadi^ more so by the 
dreadful assassituitioii of Im more 
liberal prcdcces,sor, and by Jit- 
tempts oil his own life, lie liud 
no apparent intention of grant- 
ing a eonsi iUiti(ui or any other 
progressive mea,sm'c to the Hussiu 
of the Romanovs, He likerl things 
just as they were, anti spent most 
of his reign on one or the other of 
his country estates, 

Alexander raise^l liis son 
Xicholus, the futiuT Tsfir. in the 
closeness of court life, with many 


visits to myal uncles or cousins, 
but no contact with mil problems 
of Russia. I’ltder guidance of his 
father’s c a u t ions ministers 
Nicholas w<mld never emerge to 
he the kind of ruler his people 
wouhl need in tumultuous times 
to come, 

Nielmlas became Tsar in 1^04 
just at lim en<l of a thmvyenr 
i'afuine, lie had married I^rincess 
Alix of Hesse thiit same year, atid 
soon heeanie a doting husband, hi 
fact as years j>assed he eame in 
rely on his wlfeV connsel and 
judgment more than on that of his 
advisers. She in turn Iteeame 
domitiatcil by Hie eerie Raspuiin, 
whose very mime to^lay suggests 
the unsavory, 

Nicholas, a man of peiwmil 
dignity and honor, was lacking in 
eharacter traits that would have 
made a forceful and iniagi native 
ruler. At I he same time, he was 
too far iTTMoved fnun the main 
eoum» of Russian life to be able 
to give wise guidance to his 
people. 

But in spite of everything, he 
could perhaps have been loved by 
the peoplt‘. Tluu'c was lhal day 
in IttOo. It was a Simda.v in -Si, 
Petersburg, the 22nd of danimry. 
The streets %vere snow- filled.

Meanwhile, aftei' " Bloody Sun- 
day'’ in Rt. l^ctei-shurg, the tide of 
unrest spread llirongli Bussia witli 
peasants, factory workers, the In- 
tel li gent. sia, liberals and radicals, 
joining in demanding parliament 
Uir\- government. At t!ie same 
time, the war w^as going l)a<H>% 
indeed disastrously for lfus.sia. 

At last the Tsar was forcinl into 
promising a consultative retire- 
sentative assembly. This step 
proved inade<pui1e, and agitations 
increased. Tlie Tsar made ftiHlier 
concessions, 

^rarxists abroad did not im- 
mediately seize upon this oj)por- 
t unity, Bolsheviks and Men- 
sheviks were busy with plans for 
liolding rival party e<m grosses. 
One of their number, Trotsky, did 
return to St. Petersburg, ho%vever. 
T'oliee Imufed liiin back aerms the 
border into Finland, where ho 
safely watelied events devetofi un- 
til the advantageous time. 

During the spring of lflOr>, Rus- 
sia suffered a terrible naval defeat 
at I'susliima. Then in dune, 
sailors on the battleship, PofraiAm, 
rebelled. Natioiudistie upriHiiigs 
follo^ved in satellite slates, 

In September I!ns,sia signed 
what was f'onsi derod to bo a 
humiliating peiiee \vitli the Japan- 
ese. And fmally in October a gen- 
eral strike paralyzed all of Russia. 

Trotsky had retui'ned to Rt. 
Petei*slmrg and organized a gcri-

cral strike eommittee. Delegates 
of factor^" w’orkci-s were grouped 
into a central eounci! or $oviei. 
This soviet assumed control of the 
strike in the eupital, and wielded 
supreme power. Organization of 
this soviet was to set a pattern for 
1917. 

Meanwhile, a semi -revolution- 
ary gj'oup had erncrgetl calling 


themselves the (Um^HtitHtional 
Ih'moiniiic i\trhf (Kadets). They 
were uori-soeialist. The Kadets 
wnut(sl a demmu'uey with a parlia- 
incnl. Tliey had thrown their 
weight Itehind the fVelobcr general 
strikt' to foree the Tsar to grant a 
const it ul ion, 

Bes<u from every side then, the 
Tsar lit Insl granted Russia her 
first Donstinition which authorized 
a pjirliament nr Ihima. Tliis eon- 
stilulion which left Nicholas still 
sUfUTine ruler and alhnved him to 
flissolve jmrl lament a1 will, wa.s 
still an elective emmgli step to 
break tlie strike. Kadet.s im- 
mcdiutely withdnuv their support 
from lh(' soviet., Aftt^r a few more 
dislurhmices, Russia stihsided at 
the eml of 1905, intu a brittle state 
of peace. 

Tlie first Duma found peasants 
and Kadets in majority. The sec- 
ond was a more radical a.ssembly, 
with Kadets losing many seats to 
stK'ialisls wlm had Imyeotted the 
first Duma, A third Duma eleetc^l 
under a redistributed eleelond sys- 
tem, was made up oi* conservatives 
and modenite.H, ll sensed a term 
from 1907 until 1912 and suc- 
eeedwl in exerting eoiisiderable in- 
fluence in goverjiment. imtting 
forlli a iiumher of reform meas- 
ures. A foiuih Duma convened in 
1912. 
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ThcHo were tiiice wt?tthHy UiiMNiiin aristocrats* After 
the revoLiitjan they sold their last treasures from

The people at first snpj>orted 
their Tsar on a wave of pal riot isni. 
I hit as llie war m'onnd cruel ly 
on, and Russian military defeats 
a Ions: a riOO-milc front increased* 
the early fiHdinj^s ffave way to 
I hose of liopcleHsnesH am! rage 
against the government. 

The revolt did not eome, how’- 
ever* nnti! the tliird year of tlic 
war. Tn Marcdi HUT, aflei' Tsar 
Nicholas had returned lo milittiry 
headquarters^ workers itJ Pelro- 
grad began demonsirathjns. Then 
encoii raged by iimiergromid lead- 


ers wliij now apticaria!* (hoy ak 
laeked all of the aneicnl symbols 
of authority. The Petrograd gar- 
rison sided with the workers, 
Revolulion spread to distant prov- 
iiieos and to armies in the field. 

realizing that the government 
of tlie Tsar had at last eulla]>scd, 
membem of tlie Duma* meeting in 
Tauride |)alaee* saw the imperative 
need of forming a provisicmal gov- 
ernment . A group led by the 
Ka<Iets formed a Oentral fkniimit- 
lee of tbi* Duma and began to act 
as the government. 

The Dunia had long had many 
etiemies, the Tsar and the hureaue- 
raey* and of eaiirsCi the radical 
sotdalists. 

Now instead of closing ranks 
behind the Oenlral Com in it tee* the 
^fa exists set u]> their own emer- 
gency committee in Petixjgrad 
along the linos of tlie Soviet or- 
gmiissed by Trotsky in HIO-T An 
Rxeeutive Oommiltee of this So- 
viet, mostly a Menshevik gi’oum 
wieltlofl real soviet fmwer. Im- 
mediately* it liegan is.siiing orders 
to (he army and to workers in 
defiance of the elected Duma inem- 
Ihts. 

A contest ntnv Iiecanie clear be- 
tween the two groups — the parlia- 
ment t)ody or Duma headed by 
the (kafrrd and the 

Soviet group headed by the Ex- 
eat live Cmnmiitee, Both fought 
for control of the army. 

In mid-Mareh the Emergency 
(k)fnmittee of the Duma set up a 
Provision al Government with a

Removing Wood Stains

Ink: Fresh stains can usually be 

removed with a dainp doth. For old 
stains, at>ply oxalic acid soiiitimi and 
ammonia. 

Milkp Plhn tni Varnished Sarfaec: 
Such .stains arc usually due to ab- 
sorbed moLsture, Riih with furniture 
polish and oily cloth. If stain persists, 
wash with solution of a teaspoon of 
cider vinegar in pint of water, wipe 
dry, riih and iJoNsh,

Phi.sq.cr fff PariH staiNCH anti alhcr 
hric-a^hrac — Apply a im.ste of laundry 
stareh and water. Allow to dry for 
about two hours, then hrusli oil’.

About Clothes Core 

Here are hints on clothes care. 

Freshen and BtilTen veils by [jre.ss- 
ing with warm iron between two 
pieces of waxed paper* 

To remove *shinc from blue serge, 
black silk, crepe etc., sponge lightly 
with vinegar. Air to remove odor 
and press using damp doth. 

To freshen far piece.s or coats, rub 
cornmeaJ moistened with cleaning 
fluid into the fur and then brush well.

Economist a, 
business analysts and otheia have 
Imumi ueering: into the futuje and the 
picture they paint of life in the Hide's 
generally is a rosy one^ indeed. The 
experts say we are entering an em 
of spectacular growth in which the 
electrical industry will jday a major 
rote. There will be more people, 
spending more money. Production, 
employment and income all will be 
rising. So, too, will prices. But the 
]U't dictions are that life will he Tartter 
for pi^actically all Americans during 
the next 10 years. 

Take a look at what some of the 
forecasters are saying. First, for the 
year immediately ahead: 

This Bureau of National Affairs, 
Inc. in its ^‘Annual Business Forecast 
for says, ^‘Business in will 

be the best in histoi'y. Coiporate 
|u‘ofUs will top the 19 Oil record by 
^5 or billion, and consumer inc<unes 
and spending will incieaae 5 per cent 
over n>59," The BNA Fort^cast says 
industrial production gains will aver- 
age about h per cent for tlie year. 
A|3plianct^s will do well wUli sales 
rising, but with prices going up, too. 
Railroads will show an 8 per cent 
gain in carloadings. Employment will 
he np d per cent to 6? million and 
imemplo>Tnent will he down. 

One dai“k sjiot in the BNA Forecast 
is in construction where .spending is 
ex[>eeted to dip in 1960, due to a pre- 
dicted 15 pel' cent decline in housing 
starts. Farm income, also, will flro]>. 
Prices farmers receive will l.w down 
about. 2 per cent while prices of the 
things they buy will increase about 
1 per cent. 

Birsfnessmen OpB'mis^Jc 

A survey of more than BOO husi- 
nessinen by the magazine Nation' 
/ht.^inesii echoes the general optimism. 
They say 1060 will bring rising sales, 


a stepped-iip hiring of workers, mod- 
erate price increases and more spend- 
ing for the things that promote busi- 
ness gl'OWt h.

Gross 
hfatlona! Product, (the value of ail 
;**oods and seiwices sold in a year) 
will have jumped from the present 
$48() hi II ion to around $7(10 billion. 
And accord to the McCiraw-Htli 
Dejiartment of Economics, this in- 
crease in production will Ix;^ accom- 
plished by 21 per cent more employes, 
each woi'kini;*' 2.2 fewer hours per 
week, hut earning 18 juu' cent more 
an hour. 

An increase of an estimated 10 
million in the mimbeJ^ of households 
will mean a huj^^e demand for new 
homes and all the Hems with which 
they are fui nislied. So, while housing 
starts are laj^f^in^r now, a tremendous 
ji-rowth is exiH‘cted later. 

Thus we see a pictiue of g-rowth 
which will involve every segment of 
the electrical industry. More con- 
struction, more factories usiii;r more 
electrical (X|uipment, more homes 
usi!ix more aiiplianees, an increase of 
neatdy 120 per cent in the sale of 
electric powiu' to meet the hu^re new 
demands for em-r^^y.

Lifrie Change Work fnjury 
fiecord 

The latest figures on work Injm ic^H 
ill the United States, releastni Iasi 
nionth iiy the Bureau of Uahor Sta- 
tistics, do not show rnucdi rhange 
from the previous year. The figures 
ar^ for work injuries sustained in 
11158, and while the recoi'd r(dlects 
Hllle gain in acci<lent prevenlimi on 
the job, at lea,st no ground was lost. 
Tlu! impi'OvejiieiiLs j‘eetmli*d in recenl 
yea IS were maintained. Over tin- 
long term, says the UhB, the IP58 
experience in most Industries was 
substantially better than in the yeins 
immediately following World Wat^ II. 

In the ch^et rival indu.stry a slight 
drop ip the injuiy-frequency rate was 
recorded in mo.st branches of the 
trade. The injury-frequency rale is 
the average uumbtu' irf di sal ding 
work injuries for narh million man- 
hours worked. For electrical con- 
struction the niiv was 23,3, ilown 
somewhat from the previous year but 
still considerably higdicr than other 
branches of the industry. 

In electrical manufacturing, the 
rate dipped very slightly Ui 4.4. This 
rompai'es with an injury-frequeticy 
rate of 10.9 for all manufacturing. 
The rate for electric utilities, 5,-5, 
showed no change from the p rev i oils 
year. The l adio and TV liroodea.stJJig 
nUe wa.s up slightly to 4.4. 'riu- 
lowesl rate recorded any when- was 
11.7 ill tdiq)hone communications. 

The Hl.S acciflcnt figure.s am (om- 
piled on the basis of voliuHary re- 
ports from employers. While !he sur- 
vey eo%’ered more Hum hi) per cent of 
the total employment in manufactur- 
ing, le,ss than 10 per cenl of Ihe non- 
manufacturing employinenl was cov- 
ej-cd. Thus the actual picture tif work 
injurie,5! could he somewhat flHferent 
than indicated by this small .sample. 

The [RKW, through Safety Direc- 
tor Victo]’ Whitehouse, is represented 
on a new lOunemlHir labor-manage- 
ment committee recently named to 
work with the RUS on Us aecideiit 
repoiting program. The commitlee 
Ireld its first meeting last inonlh Jind 
it is hoped sonu! real im|>rovement in 
work injury figures, especially in the 
construction field, will result U’om the 
work of the committee.

No doubt, we*re all quite familiar 
w*ith the *^not missing the w*ater until 
the — ^proverbial — iveli goes dry*” The 


thoughts of it alone are enough to 
cause a hasty return to a maxmium 
of coopc?ration, without which, all con- 
structive actions or ideas are beyond 
our leach. 

The one factor \s^e discussed at 
length, of vital importance to the 
sumval of lalKir and a necessity at 
all times, was Brotherhood vs. the 
negative results evoked by the 
present laxity of brotherly relations* 

We must all truthfully admit w'e 
sat on our hands and now* that Lan- 
drum-Griffin is the law of the land, 
we have no other alternative as Amer- 
ican citizens than to obey it and loam 
to live with it. It is Brother 'Castle's 
contention, as well as that of all 
other members, who have "the good 
of the union" at heart, that no mem- 
ber condone any irregularity to the 
detriment of that to w*hieh w*e hwk 
(and should suppoii) for our liveli- 
hood. “A house diviiied within itself 
will not stand," 

The enlightening editorial of our 
International President, Brother 
Gordon M. Freeman in the November 
JoriiNAL, if you read it, .should alert 
even the most indifferent inemlier* 
Here* are several excerpts from the 
editorial, for those w*ho happened to 
have missed it, w*ith fervent hopes it 
Bra uses some positive action before 
it is too late. 

"The IBEW has come a very long 
way in the 68 years since W'e w*ere 
organized , . * But the only w-ay w*e 
ever got started and survived as a 
trade union back in the time of Henry 
Miller and J. T, Kelly, was Weause 
each mem her helped every other mem- 
ber. . * * 

"They stood together and w'orked 
together becau.se that w*as their only 
chance of suiw'tving tmek in 1891 and 
1892, and the only w*ay in which they 
could hope to better their w'orking 
conditions and standai^ of li%nng* 

"Now’ I don't btdieve it's news to 
anyone reading this Jat'HNBt* that wc 
have a real fight for survivul on our 
hands right now*, , . * We have a lot 
of militant unionists in the ranks of 
the IBKW and w^e need them, evei*y 


one of them, to help in the common 
fight we face — the coalition of anti- 
labor legislation, hostile employers 
and a reactionary administration. We 
have no time or energy to expend 
fighting each other, reganiless of the 
difiiciilties which are bound to rise in 
an organization as large as oui*s and 
as diversified. The disputes are not 
many — but one dispute lietw*een our 
own IocbIk and our owqi members is 
too many. . . * Let us try to foster a 
better spirit of cooperation, of under- 
Btancling in these matters. . * . 

"Let's get together and stanil 
together, united against our common 
enemies, so that together, all 2,000 
locals and 750,000 members, w*e can 
put up one really good fight to pre- 
serve the labor movement and 
strengthen this Brotherhood of ours 
and bring more and greater benefits 
to ev*ei'y member in it.” 

These are but a portion of the 
cardinal points. To really get the full 
lienefit, go back to your Joi rnal and 
read it and digest it.

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Scores Hard Provisions 
Of New Labor Statute 

L. II. Ill, hKNVER. COI.O.— As wc 

vvmtl up one year, and make prepara- 
tions for a new one, perhaps wc 
should ait back and take a look at 
what has happened to us in the last 
year, and what is likely to happen 
in the next. In 1959, orjjanized labor 
suffered a setback in the form of a 
new^ labor reform law. Our opposition 
manajfed to slip in many thin(i?s which 
will further restrict efforts of unions 
to organize the unorganized and edu- 
cate the organized. For instance, it 
is now the law that financial rc^ports 
of unions must be made available to 
the public, through the office of the 
Secretary of laihor. This is not only 
for international unions, but for local 
unions also. Perhaps this is a good 
thing — w'e can see no harm in having 
Joe Blow know our si tout ion, but 
when such things beconic public 
knowlc^dge, is it not poBsible that 
great corporations will use such 
knowledge to judge the precise time 
when a union is weakest^ and when 


a sustained elTort hy nmmigement 
may succtfed in breaking the union? 

The bonding provisions of the new 
law are no doubt desirable as safe- 
guai-ds, hut will make it VERY ex- 
pensive for local unions to comply, 
especially when the law extends to 
System Councils, Joint Apprentice- 
ship BoanJs, and shop stewards. Many 
local unions will be forciHl out of 
existence by the bonding require- 
ments alone of the new law* 

Next year, in view of the timing 
of the Taft- Hartley injunction in the 
-steel strike, wv art* likely to be faced 
with MORE restrictive labor legisla- 
tion, and every time that we open 
the law for new legislation, our op- 
position slips in more provisions that 
huit us. 

What can we, as union nu^mbers, 
trying to b<'tter our conditions and 
huit no one. do nhnut this? There is 
not much we CAN do. except to at- 
tend our union meeting.s, keep our- 
selves informed as to who are our 
friends (and who are our enemies) in 
jmlittcs, amt make sure that we are 
registered, and then vote foi’ people 
who helie%*e as we do. This is not 


much to ask for — we are begging 
you to exercise a privilege for which 
men died. t>id they die in vain? 

U is not outside the realm of posai- 
bitity that if we continue to ignore 
our right and duty to vote, that that 
privilege may he taken from us. he- 
cause we have signified that we <lo 
not w^aiil it. 

Are you registered to vote? WILL 
you he n?gistered, and WILL you 
vote, in November, i960?

habits. 

Administered expertly, and ambi- 
tiou.s in its scope, this progressive 
training plan sees to it that the fast- 
growing electrical induati'y is sup- 
plied with competent journejToen — a 
need that never seems to be filled. 

At this lime, there are 153 men 
now in training and many more are 
in the process of becoming qualified 
to enter training.

Rental fees will depend on the type 
of organ ir.at ion applying and the pur- 
pose of the affair, 

A large conference room, seating 
bO, Ls availahle, but buihUng tenants 
have priority for scht-dulrcl use. Eight

by the local union. Five of these have 
already been leased.

One of the world^s largest energy 
storage capacitor banks — cajjahle of 
sufjptying in ten millionths of a sec- 
emd, electricity erjual to the entire 
output of the United States — ^is being 
installed in the Los Alamos Lab's 
Project Sherwood, Portions of the 
bank probably will be test-fimi in 
necember. Nami^d Zeus after the 
Greek god i>f rain, thunder, sm>w and 
bright sky, this tremendous iuiergy 
bank will produce power for thermo- 
nuclear resea tvh experiments which 
require large aiiiouiits of electrical 
energy for short periods of time. 

In the world of the atom, Uui mil- 
lionths of a si'Cond is quite a long 
time.

Each of the bank's 12 f^iaut racks 
has Ihiee sections, DuririK initial 
coriKtruction only six of the 12 meo'a- 
joule racks are being installed in 
ho]ie ihut. %vithin a year industry will 
have developed IjcUer capacitors, Tom 
Putnam I group leader, said all phases 
of opejatinn of the first two racks 
probably wMi be tested — llie first part 
of IfecemlKtr, 

"We hope to put the batik onto a 
SherworKt machine somt^time in Feb- 
ruary — if the test lain is successful," 
said Hike. 

Ik this a major step forward in the 
tdfort to control a thermo-nucleur re- 
nd ion?

The power to charge thi? Zeus’ 40IJ2 
capacitors comes from four charging 
supplies bringiiig in an alternating 
current of 4 SO volts. Recti tiers trans- 
form H to a direct evnrent of 2ri0il 
volts which ti'avel to the capacitor 
bank. At SJ amperes, the four pow- 
er KiijJ plies can charge all 12 racks 
to the maximum 20 kilo-volts in about 
85 seconds. 

An edahorate control system will 
control the charging and firing of 
various sections of the Zeu,s hank, 
mfiTiitor operations of components and 
program and record exf*erimenis. The 
control panel also tests luul records 
failures of any nf the thousaucls of 
parts in the bank, the scieutista ex- 
plained.

Zeus was jointly designee! by San- 
dia Corporation and Los Alamos 
scientists. Work started 18 months ago 
and installations began August 10,

You magnify, publicize, and 
rlisloil; the malefactions of a few and 
contrive to conceal the benefactions 
of alt the others. 

Knowing of the intense desire of 
the people of Gwinnett and Hall 
counties to have industry move here, 
1 can only assume that you ho|)e to 
attract industry with the bait of 
cheap labor. Mr* Landmm, that in- 
teiiSi.? dt^sire has practically become a 
disease. It is prevalent around Rir- 
mingham and Chattanooga, RiloX! 
and Charlotte, Boston and Chicago* 
Cheap labor might attract industry 
but it won't maintain industry. It 
takes customers with cash to spend 
to do that.

end Harold W. Turpin, pastor. First 
Presbyterian Church, Hammond, Indi- 
ana, and the conclusion of a delectable 
repast, the impressive ceremony was 
directed by our genial Business Rep- 
resentative Harold Hag berg, who did 
a superb job as M,C. 


First speaker of the evening fol- 
lowing the dinner was the Mayor of 
Gary. Indiana, Hon, George Cha- 
cha Hs, who took time out from a very 
busy political schedule to give the 
address of welcome, compliment the 
111 embers of the iippreiitice.ship tmin- 
ing commilti?e. and commend the 
giTiduates for their completion of a 
rigid four-year study and work pro- 
gram. urging them to never let up 
on their teurning even though grad- 
uated^ — ^as top skills not only pay off, 
hut the skilled craftsmen ai'e a great 
economic asset to our nation.

Citing the population increase in 
1958 by :iJl5O,00U, reaching a present 
total of 178,252.000 (as of 9-1-59) 
and unom ploy men t problems the na- 
tion needs to cope with. Representa- 
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tive ^r-ifldcn comnurjuii^d the ;ippi‘enlice 
tminiiiff joint progntrn of Local (597^ 
IBKW iUKl NP*CA, as being one of 
the oldeiit and moat successful schools 
in the nation, lie complimented the 
otficers for their foresight and vision 
in the undert^tking many years ago. 
He stated that our nation's top eeo^ 
nomic experts tell us that our ©con^ 
omy will continue to boom, and our 
pf^pulution will continue to grow by 
leaps and bounds. It U expected to 
reach 180,000,090 before the mid 
*tl0*s. They tell us thiit Important new 
hreuk-througJus in research and excit- 
ing new technological advances will 
direct iy affect in numerous ways the 
lives of each of us. 

The problems, opportuniUes and 
challenges must be met. The ques- 
tion is, can we meaauic up to the 
oppmUmitics and challenges? How 
tv i 1 1 We at tack I ht^ p rob le m 8 ? T h e 
answer will have a yery important 
bearing on the success of our na- 
tional well-being, "Such programs as 


yours/’ said Representative Madden, 
"give assurance of ultimate success in 
the various fields." 

In the absence of William (Hill) 
Damon, director of the National Joint 
Apprtmliceshjp and Training CommiU 
tee for the Electrical Industry, Inter- 
national Representative Joseph E. 
Taylor spoke on the surprifiing and 
frightening challenges of the futurc 
in nuclear energy and automation 
fields, stating that among other star- 
tling experiments under way ut pi’os- 
ent, seven manufacturers are working 
with electrical autos poweixjd by a 
fuel cell no larger than 15 inches by 
30 inches — ^the fuel, hydmgen and 
oxygen, under tremendous pressure 
producing approximately five kilo- 
watts of power. Westing ho use is said 
to be experimeating with a time unit 
producing air conditioning. Us power 
being 800 degrees of heat, 

Small units with Cfunplex magnetic 
impulses arc said to have not a single 
moving jvlay or contacts of any kind 


therein. The Iong-liv*ed isotopt? and 
other sources of nuclear energy will 
furnish power in small units for 
years. "The human mind/' stated 
Mr* Taylor, "cannot conceive the me- 
chanical progres.s the next Ifi years 
will bring." He was the second 
sp<*aker of the evening from Wash- 
ington, who stated that the next ten 
years would exceed in progress that 
of the last 50 years. 

Attorney Bernard Mamet, able labor 
lawyer, was asked for a few woids, 
and, in obliging. Attorney Mamet 
said, for apprentices and all to hear, 
that education for a tradesman never 
slops with learning your craft well. 
There is a duty and obligation to 
one's fellow man, to his employer, 
his union, to himself and Ins family 
Lo be a good union man as well as 
a good worker, and so conduct him- 
self afl to never bring disrepute upon 
his union. The present trend of pass- 
ing punitive legislation b tin* direct 
result of ail labor not being i^ducat*^d 
sufficiently in unionism and ils full 
meuniiig- We have not done all wc 
can as individuals to acquaint our as- 
sociates and the genenil public by 
eveiy means wc* can, with labor's 
Sincere aims, its honest purposes, its 
true objects and its considi^rate pedi- 
cies. "Most unions are run and man- 
aged far more democratically than 
most businesses," said Mamet. "You 
must educate yourself further in un- 
ionism and all the phases of brother- 
hood along with political education, 
for in that way ale>m% can you guaiti 
your economic rightful interests 
adequately," 

Prafeasor Chester Taylor, IRHW 
Electrical School instructor and co- 
oi^inator of Electrical ^Apprenticeship 
and Training School, spoke briefly 
stating that what has been said by 
the speakei-g was all very true, that 
the RadiOp Television and Jet Age 
and the nuclear period will be fol- 
lowed shortly by space travel. 

Mr, Ray Ileninger, state supervi- 
Bor of the United States Depailment 
of Labor, Bureuu of Apprenticeship, 
with suitable eloquence made the 
presentation of Completion Certifi- 
cates to the graduates on behjilf of 
laical 097, while the presentation of 
Ctiinplelion Ortificutes from the 
NEC A, along with a beautiful gold 
medallion, were handed to graduates 
by John Murray, field repi-esentative 
of District 4, National Electrical Con- 
tractors Association. 

Apprentices serve four j’’ears in a 
coui’se of study combined with prac- 
tical training sponsori^ jointly by the 
local and the National Electrical Con- 
ti’uctora Association. The couise con- 
sists of eight six-month periods in 
each of which tests are given atid the 
etudents graded. One day u week is 
required at schools and four days of 
practical electrical experience is re- 
quired each week on the job. Chester

Hairsbreadth Escape by 
Pascagoula Member Told 

L, U. 733, PASCAGOLILA, MISS— 

Brother M. T. Hoffman, member of 
the IBEW, Local Union 733, tclb of 
a harrowing escape from certain 
death by being crushed under a pow- 
erful brick press at the II. K. Porter 
Company^ basic ixjfractones plant lo- 
cated at Bayou Casotte near Pas- 
cagoula, ^lississippi. 

How does a man feel when death 
is scant inches away? What are his 
thoughts as a mhot-like machine 
sw*eeps him along a swift path to 
eternity ? 

Brother Hoffman, 29-year old Elec- 
trician, vividly answered this question 
from his bed in the newly -completed 
multi-mniion dollar Singing River 
Hospital Quoted Hoffman, “1 knew 
I was a goner. All I could think of 
was my wife and children- I was 
working in an agitator-type machine 
that, in normal operation, sweeps its 
load into a large and powertul pi'ess, 
converting a mix under pressure into 
brick- For some reason* the operator 
of the machine thought I was bnished 
and started the press up, 

“Like a mountain falling on me,” 
was the way Hoffman described the 
action of the agitJitor arms as they 
bore down on him, “Already on my 
knees in the four-foot space, I felt 
the safety hat sweep from my head 
Into the forward section* whefe it was 
tom to shi*eds.” 

After the ordeal, the operator told 
Hoffman* “I stopped the machine 
when I heard something out of the 
oixlinary,” It was evidently the hat 
being torn to pieces that made the 
peculiar noise that caused Moni-s to 
shut the machine oflf* ju-st before 
Hoffman was sucked under the brick 
press - 

With the machine stopped, Hoffman 
sobbed out a fervent “Thank God,” 
over and over again. 

At this time Brother Hoffman was 
under pressure from the waist up, 
only able to “gasp” for air- 

Working to relieve the entrapped 
victim, the machine was "backed up” 
for an inch in older to allow freer 
breathing. Wary of the complexities 
of the mixer, a I'escue crew d(K.dded 
not to tiy a full “back up“ in order 
to free him. Rescue operations, in- 
stead, proceeded on a basis of "Jack- 
ing up” the machine, with the trapped 
man being freed in about 15 minuten, 
which Hoffman declared felt like 10 
years. 


Sore and bi'uiKed, the Electrician 
Is apparently little the woi^e for his 
haiTO’wing experience, although X-ray 
examinations continue, Mem be I'm of 
Local 733 wish to say with Brother 
Hoffman, a ferx'^ent "Thank God,” 
again and again for His infinite 
mei'cy, knowing that He cares and is 
concerned for all humanity-— Truly 
the Lord Is good. 

Ill is incident should serve as a stop 
signal for all members of the IBEW 
to take all precaution when working 
on live machinei*y of any kind* eilhei 
to padlock the safety switch sendng 
such machine or leave one of the 
Brothers on guard “The life you save 
may be your own,” 

Bix)ther Hoffman* along with other 
members of Local 733 of Pascagoula 
and also Local 605 of Mobile, Ala- 
bama, was employed at the plant dur- 
ing the construction period- Brother 
Hoffman has been on the maintenance 
force for about two months,

Three Benefit Bills 
Enacted in Massachusetts 

L. U. ir,05. WALTHAM, MASS,— An 
extensive report of the last legislati%^e 
session on Beacon Hill was made by 
Legislative Agent Lawrence Thomson 
at the last meeting. Three bills en- 
acted by the legislature arc of great 
importance to the membership. 

The first was a bill that increased 
the maximum unemployment benefit 
from $35.00 a week to $40.00 per 
week and also raised the benefit for 
each dependent fi^m $4,00 to $6.00. 
The weekly benefits are now for a 
period of 30 weeks instead of the pre- 
vious 26 weeks. However, the mini- 
mum earnings in order to be eligible 
have been increased from $500 to 
$650. 

Likewise the maximum weekly ben-

eligibility. In other words, refusing 
of work on any shift betw<>en those 
hours will not in its^df result In dis- 
qualiflcatiom 

These incit^ase^il benefits, w‘hi1e wc 
all hope wc do not have to resort to 
them, especially Workmen's Compen- 
sation, for no one likes to be injured, 
are nevertheless valuable to each 
memlH?r \vhen we are forced to em- 
ploy them. 

Legislative Agent i uomson again
